The meeting was called to order with Mayor Butler presiding.

APPROVAL OF MINUTES

Mayor Pro Tem Love moved the Council approve the Minutes of the Special
Meeting held on November 19, 1973. The motion, seconded by Councilman Lebermann,
carried by the following vote:

PROCLAMATION - HELP YOUNG AMERICA WEEK

Mayor Butler vead and then presented a proclamation to Mr. Mike Piansic,
proclaiming the week of November 25 through December 1 as Help Young America Week,
sponsored nationally by the Colgate-~Palmolive Company, and he urged all citizens
locally to join in this salute to the youth of America and tomorrow's leaders.

Mr. Piansic thanked the Council and accepted the proclamation.

SAVING OF HUNNICUIT HOUSE

Councilman Binder moved the Council request that the destruction of Hunni-
cutt House be deferred until after Council action on the Historic Zoning ordinance.
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Mayor Butler reported that a demolition permit had already been issued. City
Manager Davidson reported that a meeting with the officials of the church owning
the property had been requested toask for a delay of demolition. Councilman
Dryden opposed requiring such a delay in light of the uncertainty of passage of thg
Historic Zoning ordinance. Mayor Butler commented that he felt the motion appropri
ate in showing the Council's concern with saving the house, and Councilman Leber-
mann added that the only tool which the Council had was moral suasion.

HEARING ON TEMPORARY PUBLIC MARKET PLACES AND PASSAGE OF ORDINANCES

At 7:0Q P.M., Mayor Butler opened the hearing scheduled for that time on
establishing temporary public market places on the eidewalk areas along the north
side of 23rd Street from Guadalupe west to the mid-block alley; and on the south
side of 23rd Street from San Antonio west to the mid-block alley.

The Mayor fntroduced the following ordinance:

AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING TWO TEMPORARY PUBLIC MARKET AREAS;
ONE ON A PORTION OFITHE SIDEWALK AREA LOCATED ON THE NORTH

BETWEEN SAN ANTONIO AND GUADALUPE STREETS; AND THE SECOND ON A -
PORTION OF THE SIDEWALK AREA LOCATED ON THE SOUTH SIDE OF

WEST 23RD STREET BETWEEN SAN ANTONIO STREET AND THE ALLEY
BETWEEN SAN ANTONIO AND NUECES STREETS; ESTABLISHING NAMES
THEREFOR; REGULATING THE HOURS OF OPERATION THEREOF; PROVIDING
AN EXPIRATION DATE; PROVIDING A PENALTY; SUSPENDING THE RULE
REQUIRING THAT ORDINANCES BE READ ON THREE SEPARATE DAYS; AND
PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE.

Mr. Randy Turner stated that in the vendors' opinion the proposed ordinance
would go a long way toward alleviating the anticipated overcrowding problems for
the .perfod of December 1 through December 24. In response to Mayor Butler's
question, Councilman Handcox stated that he had received one objection from what
he believed to be a property owner on the north side of 23rd Street.

Mr. Bruce Lane reported that by a majority vote the Congregatiomal Church
congregation had agreed to allow the vendors to use the space inffront of the
Church (1/2 block west from the alley to San Antonio on the north side of 23rd
Street). During the week when their day care center was in operation, the church
wanted the vendors to use only the half of the property in front of the church
itself, but on Saturday, they agreed to the use of the entire frontage. Mr. Lane
had promised that he would be personally responsible to make sure that the vendors
did not go beyond the limiting point during the week.
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The Council discussed whether this additional request was appropriate since
the public hearing cancerned specific areas, and the people involved in the
additional area might not have been 'notified of the public hearing.

Mr. Roland Dencie objected to the inflexibility of the proposed ordinance,
in that boundaries were still set and there would continue to be a problem of
overflow. He stated that the increase in the number of vendors had been sbout
fourfold while the proposed ordinance would allow for an increase by a factor of
1.5. Councilman Handcox and Mr. Denéie discussed the types of merchandise to be
sold on the Drag. :

HEARING ON AUDITORIUM-COLISEUM FEES

At 7:00 P,M., Mayor Butler opened the hearing scheduled for that time to
consider amending the resolution establishing fees and charges for Municipal
Auditorium-Coliseum. (Postponed from November 15, 1973)
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Mr. Carl Gandy, Auditorium Manager, explained the changes in the recommenda-
tion submitted over the last proposal that had been before the Council: a celling
placed on the percentage of the rental which would be mpplied against $400 for a
3000 seat house; a 10% against $800 for a 6000 seat house; and eliminating the worg
"cultural." He stated that these changes squared with most of the objections that
had been raised. :

In response to Councilman Lebermann's question, Mr. Gandy stated that the
10% charge would not apply to non-profit organizations solely ' for the purpose of
providing entertainment to the citizens of the community; but there would be no
exemption if the proceeds merely went to charity. He further stated that the
proceeds over and above exact expenses going to charity were nominal in so many
cases. In response to Councilman Friedman's question, concerning a 50% increase
on the 3000 seat house and a 300% increase on the 6000 seat house, he stated that
the figures were based upon ability to pay.

Mr. Rod Kennedy discussed his opposition to the proposal. He noted that
24 shows produced during the past 3 years had net profit of less than 10Z. He
further stated that the rent being recommended was equal to or higher than any
other city in Texas researched, and for an inferior building. He commented that
the 10%, even at a maximum of $750, would curtail the entertainment that they had
been presenting. Mr. Gandy disagreed, expressing the view that the recommended
fee schedule increase would not reduce the number of people using the auditorium.

In response to Councilman Lebermann's question, Mr. Gandy noted that the
rental income and hotel tax netted just enough to offset the deficit in operating
the Dallas Memorial Auditorium.

Mr, Joseph Liro, City Budget Director, stated that without tapping the .
General Fund or some source of tax-supported bonded debt, capital improvements-at
the auditorium could not be provided without some additional source of income,
at some point two or three years in the future. In response to Mayor Pro Tem
Love's question, Mr. Liro doubted that the recommended increase would place the
auditorium in a profit making position, although operationally the auditorium
was currently at a break-even point. Mayor Butler, Councilman Friedman, and
Mr, Liro discussed the recommended fees vs. other sources of funds for Capital
Improvements.

City Manager Davidson commented that in most City budgets, an auditorium is
an enterprise~-type fund, and there was no reason why the City of Austin should not
pass its cost on to its customers. Mayor Pro Tem Love differed, citing cultural
events which might be priced out of the market even though the auditorium might be
used for commercial purposes as well. Mr. Kennedy concurred that some cultural
activities might have to skip Austinm.

In response to Mayor Butler's question, Mr. Gandy stated that there-had
been adjustments in charges but no overall increase since 1958. Mr. Kennedy .
reiterated that rent was already higher than for similar buildings in other Texas
cities larger than Austin.
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Mr. Joe Miller, repreaenting a San Antonio company presenting entertainment
in the State, stated without reservations that the increase in rent would curtail
major entertainment in Austin a great deal. In response to Mayor Butler's questioJ
Mr. Kennedy stated that the City Manager's recommendations were acceptable with
the exception of the 10%.

Ms. Charlotte McDaniels, secretary of the Austin Musicians' Union, stated
that any increase in overhead would for the future prohibit the kind of enter-
tainment that had been brought into Austin in the past.

Mayor Butler and Councilman Lebermann further discussed means of assisting
charitable organizations.

The Council accepted Mayor Butler's suggestion that the item be delayed for
two weeks with a report back then from the City Manager. Councilman Dryden added
that he believed that organizations which deserved to be classified as charitable
could be distinguished from those that did not.

PROPOSAL FOR.REHATCH ON PARTICIPATION IN NUCLEAR PLANT

Mr. Thomas H. Wolfe, President of the Institute for Advanced Environmental
Studies, requested consideration of a proposal for a conclusive 3rd round rematch,
preceded by a well-rounded 6-week long community education program, on Austin's
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Advanced Envirommental Studies. Mr. Wolfe noted that no vote had been taken

American Institute of Architects, the Association of General Contractors, and

participation in a nuclear fission generating plant in 1982 as a response to the
current general energy crisis. He stated that the Institute as an independent

and unbiased source of third party evaluations provided an independent sounding
board important for a healthy community. He proposed a third round rematch on an
issue which had been brought to the attention of the Austin public on two previous
occasions without producing evidence of a broad-based community support after
either - occasion. This rematch would take place within 90 days and would be pre-
ceded by a 6-week long period devoted to community education on key topics includ-
ing need for considering alternative sources of fuel, sound projections of demand,
economte justiffcatfon, Operating legal questions, and the humanistic issue. The
results antfcipated were as follows: resolving confusion regarding fundamental
factors, providing the leadership with a more reassuring mandate for action than
was presently regarded to be the case, and arousing community interest. Mr. Wolfe
further stated that Mr. George Oprea, Group Vice-President of Houston Lighting and
Power overseeing the South Texas Nuclear Project, indicated that he would conside
a formal request from the Council for the additional extension, assuming of course
that this would bring the matter to a more conclusive outcome.

Councilman Dryden commented that he believed all of the topics enumerated
by Mr. Wolfe had been discussed in the community and that khe anticipated results
had already been achieved. Mr. Wolfe responded that he believed substantial
progress had been made but that there was more progress yet to achiewe. He furthel
responded that he was not satisfied with the election outcome on September 9 in .~
that he felt it had bBeen based upon insufficient information.

There was discussion between Mayor Butler and Mr. Wolfe as to whether he
was representing the 11 members of the Board of Trustees of the Institute for

among thie Board But that was not required for his appearance before the Council.
Mayor Pro Tem Love stated that lie did not Belfeve withiin 6 weeks or 90 days the
Austin electorate was gofng to become Better informed and Ke believed that the
eftizens By the democratic progess had alrveady spoken, and Councilman Binder
concurred.

REFORT ON PROGRESS OF ENERGY CONSERVATION PROGRAM

Councilman Friedman reported on the progress of the Energy Conservation
Program. He reported that meetings had been held with the Energy Conservation
Commission, representatives from both sides of the South Texas Nuclear Power
Project, and representatives from the Electicians Union, Building Trades Council,
the AF¥L-CI0, COP delegates from the lhbor unions, and the Austin Asgociation of
Builders. He stated that upcoming meetings were planned with University of Texas
student leaders, the Austin Apartment Assoclation, the Austin Chapter of the

there were ttentative plans to meet with the Chamber of Commerce, Austin Neighborhoofl
Council, and various retail merchants in the commumity.

Councilman Friedman requested the City Manager to ask the Electric Depart-
ment to furnish the Council with information on who were the largest consumers,
what communities, neighborhoods, commercial and industriel areas, used what
amounts of energy and when, to be submitted to the Council in as short a, time as
possible to use for the formulation of future programs. City Manager Davidson
replied that the information could be obtained.
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MOTION

Councilman Friedman moved the Council approve the following Energy
Conservation Impact Statement: .

“The City Council of Austin, recognizing the profound influences of City
population and high density urbanization, combined with the awareness of the need
to conserve and protect our emergy resources, thereby declares that it is the con-
tinuing policy of the City of Austin, and the City administration of the City of
Austin, in cooperation with concerned public and private organizations and citizen
to use all practicable means and measures designed to conserve our energy supply
while preserving and protecting our environment. It shall be our goal to conserve
the maximum amount of power without decreasing the quality of life and to fulfill
the social, economic and other requirementsof present and future generations.of
Austin citizens. It is the continuing responsibility of the Austin City Council J
to achieve a balance between population and energy resources management which woul
permit & high standard of living and an equitable sharing of resources. It shall
further be our continuing responsibility to encourage citizen input and participa-.
tion in the processes of City government in seeking out alternative and additional
means of conserving energy and protect our envivonment."

Mayor Butler questioned whether the statement was sufficiently specific to
be meaningful. Councilman Dryden commented that he felt the Council had been doing
all along what the statement recommended.

final proposals to the City Council for appropriate action. The Task Force would
operate with a permanent membership of 9 citizens unless death or resignation
pecurred and at such time the Board would submit recommendations to the Council
for new members. It would have four salaried positions for a full-time staff
(coordinator at an annual salary of approximately $15,000; two research assistants
at an annual salary of approximately $10,000 each; and a secretary at a monthly
salary of approximately $500) to operate dt the discretion of the Board. The Task
Force would have office space in the City of Austin and an operating budget.

In response to Mayor Pro Tem Love's question as. to why the proposed bedy
would replace the Energy Conservation Commission, Councilman Friedman stated that
there was need for re—-organization into a smaller body with a highly paid and
professional staff. Mayor Butler spoke against dissolving the existing Energy
Conservation Commission,

Dr. Barry Kitto of the Energy Conservation Commission agreed with the sug-
ligestion of increased staff for the energy conservation effort. He suggested as an
alternative an Executive Committee of the Energy Conservation Commission to serve
essentially as a Task Force. Councilman Friedman suggested withdrawing temporarilj

the issue of replacing the Energy Conservation Commission until there could be -
further consideration of that item. Dr. Kitto suggested that there be more Counci
input into the selection of members of the committee.

THIRD MOTION .
Councilman Binder moved the Counecil instruct the Legal Department to pre-
pare an ordinance prohibiting business display lighting except when businesses
were actually open and prohibiting lights for billboards at all times. Yhe motion
was seconded by Councilman Friedman.

Mayor Butler stated that he believed there was insufficient data on which
to base a belief that this action would result in a significant conservation of
energy. Councilmen Friedman and Binder stated that the act would be symbolic
even should it not save much energy. There was discussion among Mayor Butler and
Councilmen Friedman, Binder, and Lebermann as to whether piecemealing was the way
to get the job done. Mayor Butler and Councilman Binder discussed whether other
outdoor lighting, such as for front porches and tennis courts, should be included.
Councilman Dryden concurred with Mayor Butler that the motion was premature and
based on insufficient data.

Dr. Jared Hazleton concurred with Mayor Butler that the proposal would save
little in terms of energy but concurred with Councilman Binder that it would have
a beneficial effect in obtaining voluntary cooperation from the public. In res-
ponse to Mayor Pro Tem Love's question, he favored the motion over a request for
voluntary curtailment of outdoor lighting. City Manager Davidson noted that an
ordinance could not affect lighting outside the corporate limits of the City.

CITY MANAGER REPORT ON ENERGY CONSERVATION

City Manager Davidson reported on actions taken by the City Administrstion
in conserving on the utilization of gasocline. He stated that the program which

ad begun in June had already produced a 20% decrease in the utilization of gasoling
y City vehicles, and the program now being reported on was aimed to achieve an
dditional 15% conservation effort. He reported that vehicles were being regularly
ecked should there be a drop in their gasoline mileage, and there were steps bein
aken to conserve electrical energy within City buildings, activities, and facilite
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In response to Councilman Binder's question, he stated that the 50 mph maximum
speed limit for City-owned vehicles would result in no legal changes in the State's
55 mph maximum. The Council concluded with discussion of the desirability of -
traveling five miles per hour less than the rest of highway traffic.
